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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is responsive to Applicant's Amendment - After Non-Final 
Rejection, filed 12/03/2008. Claims 1-20 are pending in the instant application; of which 
Claims 12-20 are withdrawn and Claims 1,4-6, & 8-11 are currently amended. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendments with respect to Claims 1 , 4-6, & 8-1 1 have been fully 
considered and are entered. The ODP rejection of Claims 1, 2, & 1 1 over US Serial No. 
10/975,761 has been withdrawn per amendment to A. The 102-prior art rejection of 
Claims 1, 2, & 11 over Wang et al. and of Claims 1-11 over Krutosikova et al. have been 
withdrawn per amendment to R1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 & 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by S.G. 
Donia (Egyptian Journal of Pharmaceutical Sciences 1994, Vol. Date 1993, 34(4-6), 
521-8; Abstract and structure attached). Disclosed therein is the compound shown 
below (RN 160887-07-0), which anticipates the instant formula wherein Y = S; X = S; A 
= furan; Ri = C(0)R 6 ; Re = CH 3 ; B = CH 2 ; R 2 = H; and R 3 = H. The title and abstract are 
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directed to biological activity (antibacterial activity), which implies that the compound 
has been developed to be used as pharmaceutical compositions. 



Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wang 
et al. WO 2000032598 A1 , 06/08/2000; see IDS; Abstract and structure attached). 
Disclosed therein (figure page 23/25) is the compound shown below (RN 299904-95-3), 
which anticipates the instant formula wherein Y = S; X = S; A = furan; Ri = allyl; R 3 and 
B together form an alkenyl; R 2 = benzene; and R4 = CO2H. The title and abstract are 
directed to biological activity (tumor necrosis activity), which implies that the compound 
has been developed to be used as pharmaceutical compositions.
